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Photogrammetry around the Hive: John ran a workshop on photogrammetry, taking 
many pictures of an object and putting them together into a 3D model. He’s using this 
same technology to map the area around Hive with drones. 
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Paula and the T4T team's DIY hydraulic press (now named AcrylSquish) is squishing 
plastic! We’ve turned bottle caps into bowls and scrap acrylic into upcycled sheets for use 
in the laser cutter again. Stop by on Saturday to see the recycling plastics process in action! 


Lea organized a workshop on an AI that lets anyone edit a photo with a text prompt. She 
also used this tech (Disco Diffusion) to turn a kite into an animated jellyfish! 


Upcycled Papermaking 


Daphne Do and Sid Drmay lead a 
papermaking workshop using coconut husk 
as the fiber for Dinasaurs and dreamspacers! 
The crew broke down and blended fibers to 
get pulp and everyone got to pull a fresh 
Sheet of paper.

This week Luci and Betty ventured out to the end of #% 
the peninsular before dawn to collect audio and video Jaye at Wipe 
footage for their media artworks. The casuarina pine imeta 
forest at the end of the peninsular is well worth the | 
l-hour bike ride. The forest was planted post-tsunami. 
The trees are organized in unnatural rows, creating 
uncanny organic order. 


Betty uses the audio-visual footage she collects to make 
a series of trash-bag video artworks. They are a 
commentary on hyper-consumerism and social media 
narcissism. The image below is a screen grab from one 
of the video works. It features drone footage from the 
end of the peninsular, whale baleen (we found on the > 
beach), graphics, and trash typeface design. 
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This week the Dinosaurs ventured onto the beautiful crocodile-infested lagoon to hear 
singing fish. What could go wrong? 


It was a full moon and a super moon, so the conditions were ideal. The ‘singing’ comes 
from plainfin midshipman, a species of toadfish that glow green during courtship. The fish 
produce an aquatic frog-like mating call. They are best heard at about 10 PM on a full 
moon. Betty has uploaded a Singing Fish greatest hits compilation to the Element Chat. 
The recording is highly recommended as an insomniac sleeping aid. 


Drawing with Eye-tracking for generative art

Hannen Wolfe has been collecting data on where people look while they are drawing for a 
generative art project. They have collected data from 16 DreamSpace hive bees, 
volunteers, and dinosaurs. They are using eye-tracking glasses with 3 cameras to record 
where the artists are looking (world view) and each eye’s movement. This is then analyzed 
to calculate where the artist is looking. Small black and white images (fiducial markers) are 
on the edge of the artist's page so that the computer can track changes to the drawing or 
painting. A video scan of the object is used to register when the artist is looking at the 
object they are drawing. Once enough data is collected, Hannen will create a generative 
digital artwork based on the data. 


COLLABORATIVE HEVE MURAL 


Lasantha and Jasmine designed an 
interlocking mural for the Hive’s entrance. 
The icons are drawn by hand using a 
combination of crafty handmade stencils. 
The design comes from the DreamSpacelife 
cycle iconography, with additional imagery 
linking themes like social innovation, 
education, and sustainability. With help 
from Melshan, they will be finishing up 
painting this week.
